•  BOSTON,  Januarv  5. 
On  Sunday  laft  arrived  in  this  harbor,  the 
fchoonerlnduftry,  Capt,  Atkins,  in  51  days 
from  St.  Malocs  in  France.

He  declares,  tliataf- 
fignnts  have  fo  much  depret  ated  in  value, 
as  to  exchange  now  at  the  rate  of  3700  for 
a  guinea-  This  depreciation  ^rc^tly  diftrefl- 
ed  and  irritated  the  common  people  :  who 
after  they  had  earned  and  recc.v  ed  affignats, 
found  it  difficult,  owing  to  their  unaffable  va- 
lue, to  pals  them  to  any  one,  even  for  articles 
of  lubiiftence.  They  continually  exclaim- 
ed againft  the  New  Conllitution,  which 
they  conceived  the  caulb  of  their  recent 
■BiAfbrtttaglJ  they  even  remarked  conipar^^ 
tivefy  on  tueir  situation  when  they  irati 
rcftoration  of  monarchy.  They  are  at 
the  fame  time  very  anxious  for  a  peace, 
even  with  England.  About  a  week  be- 
fore failing,  news  was  received,  of  frefh  J 
commotions  at  Paris.  Thcfe  were  other 
ditlurbances  than  thcfe  early  in  October, 
which,  he  alfo  heard  «*':  the  particulars  had 


not  been  ree:!v:d.   The  people  bad  no«  e- 

lectcd  their  reprefentatives  ;  and  notwith- 
Irandingthc  pr^valer.t  c'lifatisfactioii,  no  c.
